Registrar or Sub-Registrar reluses to register a 
document, he is to endorse thereon “ registration 
refused," and no Registering Officer is to accept 
for registration a document so endorsed, unless and 
until an appeal shall have been presented and 
decided in favor of the appellant. The procedure 
where а’ Registrar refuses to register а document 
relating to immoveable property is somewhat 
altered. Ifa Registrars refuse to register any 
document relating to immoyeable property, or if 
he shall, on appeal, refase to direct registration, 
any — claiming thereunder may institute a 
regular suit to which the Registrar may be a 
party. But nothing contained in the proposed 
Act is to be considered as rendering a Registering 
Officer liable for any thing dwn Jide done or 
refused in his official capacity. In practice it has 
been found that the Civil Courts have sometimes 
directed registration to take place in cases where 
the requirements of the law have not been fulfilled. 
The reason of this, doubt]ess;is that it was no 
one's interest or duty to bring to the notize of the 
Court the precise manner in which thelaw had 
been disobeyed. By making the Kegistrar a 
party to the suit he will be in a pnm to sub- 
stantiate the grounds {оп which his refusal was 
based, while at the sametime he is protected from 
damages so long as his acts are shewn to have 
been done in good faith. " 

Pant XIV.—AMiscellaneóus,—The administra- 
tors-General, the Official Trustees, the Receivers 
and Registrars of the High Courts are, like 
Officers of Government under Section 69 of Act 
XVI of 1864, exempted from appearing on pre- 
sentation of instruments which they may have 
executed in their official leapaeity. Penalties are 
provided for incorrectly copying or translating, 
abstracting or registering documents with intent 
to cause “ injury,” as defined in the Indian Penal 
Code. All Registry Books kept under Act No. 
XVI of 1864, or any enactment repealed thereby, 
will be transferred to the Registrar of the District 
in which they are now preserved, and the rules as 
to extracts, searches, fees, &e., contained in, or 
made pursuant to, this Act will apply to the Books 
во transferred.

The object of this Bill is to continne Act XXXI 
of 1860, commonly known as the Arms’ Act.
